Negotiations to Bring War to an End 
Most Take Place In

Should the Boer 
delegates 11 lews'*Ives desire to lay a re¬ 
quest for a safe conduct before Ills 
Majesty’* government them is no reason 
wrhv they hlioubl not do so. But Hi* 
Majesty’s government, obviously, are 
not In n position to express an opiuion I 
on any such application until they have 
received it. and are aware of the pre¬ 
cise nature and ground* whereon the re- | 
quest is made.

“Moreover, the delegates in Europe 
are hound by their letter* of credence, 
which were drawn up in March. 1900. 
which bind them so strictly to the inde¬ 
pendence of the republics that they could 
not even be permitted to accept the re¬ 
establishment of the status quo ante hel¬ 
ium if a mode of settling dispute* which 
might arise were uot laid down at the 
same time. These circumstances give 
rise to a question whether the offer of 
good offices could not be usefully made 
by a neutral power in order to render 
at least possible negotiation* which 
otherwise could not te opened. For thi* 
reason. It would be Important to ascer¬ 
tain whether it would be agreeable to 
the Britannic government to make o*e 
of the good office* of a neutral power if 
such go.-I offices are confined to the 
-tank" nt pfhc iw g- 4u eeaa m uui e u t i o u nego¬ 
tiator* hi be appointed by the two 
parties. The Holland government might 
perhaps be considered *• Indicated for 
the performance of this task, seeing that 
the Boer delegate* are in Netherland 
U rritory and accredited to that g*»rern- 
ment ilonc. If Hi* Britannic Majesty*a 
government should agree to this view, 
the government of Her Majesty the 
Queen would have to Inquire of the Boer 
delegates whether they are willing to 
proceed to Africa and deliberate with 
the Boer leaders on the spot, returning 
to Europe after a atay of ixed length, 
say a fortnight, armed with adequate 
lull power* providing for all eventual! 
tie* and authorising them to conclude a 
treaty of peace which should bind ab¬ 
solutely both the Boers in Europe and 
the Boer* in Africa. 

“In the creot of an effect ire reply, U 
would he necessary for Hi* Britannic 
Majesty’s gorernment to hand tbe 
Netherlands government three safe eon 
duct*, permitting the Boer delegate* to 
proceed freely to Africa, remain there 
freely for the time agreed upon, am} re¬ 
turn freely to Europe. It would further 
be necessary for the British government 
to allow of telegraph code with the view 
of appointing a .place where the dele¬ 
gates could meet the Boer leader*. On 
their return the Netherlands government 
could place them la communication with 
the plenipotentiaries appointed for that 
purpose by Hi* Britanoir Majesty’* 
government, and would willingly under 
take to place at thrf' disposal of these 
gentlemen the accommodation necessary 
for their meetings; the Netherlands gov¬ 
ernment would then consider their task 
at an end. 

“It la quite evident that negotiation* 
thus begun might trad to no iriutU. but, 
the possibility on the contrary Is al*o 
not excluded and in this condition of 
affair* it appear* desirable to endeavor 
to open negotiation* in the hope that 
they may be successful and efface a diffi¬ 
culty which exist* for all belligerent 
parties of taking the first step in thi* 
direction; and it might be useful that a 
third party should undertake the mat 
ter and arrve aa an intermediary.

EMPRESS OF CHINA 

AT THE OUTER WHARF 


McCulloch Re tarn i From Scorching fcr 
Coodor—Torpedo Destroyer Virago 
Goes la to Commission. 


When the steamer Otter, with the Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver contingent* aboard, 
wit* leariug the inner harbor last even¬ 
ing to meet the R. M. H. Empress of 
China at quarantine, the big white liner 
had come in and tied up at the outer 
wharf, establishing a preceudent which 
i» to be followed in future by the tw¬ 
in la of the O. P. R. tb-et. Heretofore 
the steamer* of the line have gone to 
quarantine, been inspected and fumigat¬ 
ed, and. after bcitif relieved of their local 
passengers and fielght and mail* by a 
steamer *ent out from Victoria, proceed¬ 
ed dicurt. to VlMMTF- Xpg Jbe rule 
which the China ha* inaugurated la : far] 
the id earner* to simply call at quarantine 
undergo inspection and pas* on to the, 
cuter wharf. 

Immediately after the steamer tied up 
at the outer wharf l«*t evening inquiries 
wire made of Commander Archibald If 
he had sighted or heard auything of the 
Condor or of the overdue col Her Ful- 
mina. from Java, with *ugar for the 
British Columbia Hugar Refinery. Noth¬ 
ing, however, wa* seen on the trip ex¬ 
cept a couple of sailing !veaaela off the 
Cape, on« of which wa* being picked dp 
a* the Kmprvtf# pasaed. 

When the steamci came In last «**•* 
ing the tide wa* about three-quarter* 
ebb, and the vessel notwithstanding had 
no difficulty in berthing at the old wharf. 
Bhe wa* deeply loaded, there being 2.40B 
ton* measurement of cargo In her spaci¬ 
ous hold, including 4.543 package* of tea 
and I.tSG package* of raw adk. 

There wa* a mnall saloon Hat of pas¬ 
senger* on the steamer thl* trip, and 
a* the Chink did not leave the outer 
wharf until midnight, all who desired 
hod an opportunity of debarking for A 
short *P“II ashore.

The China reports that the Hhinano 
Marti, of the N. Y. K. line, grounded off 
flommoku, near Yokohama, but waa 
floated twenty-four hours later with as¬ 
sistance. The Hhinano M*ru has had a 
streak of bad luck almost from the time 
she entered service. Another shipping 
disaster reported by the China i* the 
wreck of the Germ*a steamer Clara, 
which plied between llonkgong and 
Hoi bow. Forty-two passenger* and a 
number of her crew were Saved, hut the 
captain, mate, first and second engineers, 
four European* and twelve native pas¬ 
sengers were missing. 

MCCULLOCH RETURNS 

One of the United Bute* revenae rot¬ 
ters which went out In search of the 
missing sloop-of-war Condor has return¬ 
ed with no news of the overdne cruiser. 
The cutter McCulloch reported nt Han 
Francisco oo Friday, having steamed 
sloag the coast la the direction of the 
Columbia river aad cruised out seaward 
a distance of 230 miles, bat without see¬ 
ing anything of the Condor. Bhe was 
gone a week on the voyage, haviug sail¬ 
ed oo the 24th of last month. The re¬ 
turn of the cutter has occasioned wide 
comment on the construction of tha Con¬ 
dor. 

Captain O. C. Ilamlct, of the United 
States revenue cutter arrvice, who has 
charge of the construction and repair* 
on thl* coast, when naked for kia opinion 
regarding the fate of the Condor, said: 

“I believe that the Condor went down 
before a single boat could be lowered. 
You may quote me ns saying that I am 
unalterably opposed to vessel* built af¬ 
ter the plan of this British training 
■hip. for the reason that their high 
houses, fore and aft, their high bul¬ 
wark*. open water-tight waists and top- 
heavy deck* make them extremely dan¬ 
gerous aad unmanageable in n storm. 
For twenty years I have been continual¬ 
ly fighting oprn-wnhted war veaaels. but 
so far with but Uttlc avail. The reason 
why such boat* find faror in naval cir¬ 
cles i* that they will set low in th«» wa¬ 
ter. Unfortunately, however, this is s 
rase where theory and practice do not 
hnnnnnlxe. While they are all that their 
constructor* wish for regarding their 
position in the water, to the practical eye 
of the experienced seaman they are no¬ 
thing more than so many death traps. 

I feel safe in saying that there la not a 
man who ha* ever gone to sea in a ven¬ 
rol inch na tbe Condor, and who ha* 
experienced rough weather, who ha* not 
felt at one tlm»- or another that them 
was nothing more in store for him but 
Dnry Jones’* locker. Captain Rcalater, 
of the Condor, I am told, when the ves¬ 
sel wa* at New We»tminater last Oeto- 
Iht. wa* quite free in hi* criticisms na 
to the seaworthiness of his ship. I have 
no donla but thut hr nabl all that is 
credited to him. and more. too. It I* 
doing a rreat wrong to brave men to 
send them to sea in vessel* of this type, 
where they have not even a fighting 


chance for their .lire* if a atorm .trike.
